JAS. WALTERS SUSTAINS 
GREAT LOSS 

J. L. Walters, one of Canada’s 
outstanding stock raisers, of Clive, 
suffered a loss that will run into 
several thousand dollars, when his 
stock barns caught fire from sone 
unknown case about 9.10 Surday 
night. His ranch is about 15 miles 
southeast of Lapombe. It appears 
that just after 9 o’clock, one of the 
herdsmen. of the Walters ranch 
coming’ from the 


‘| 4arge stock barn some little distance 


from: the residence, and: before hé 
‘could summon assistance the barns 
‘were a masa of flames. 

So rapid was the spread of the 
flaties that it was impossible to save 
atiy of the cattle in the barn, and in 
consequence, Mr. Walters’ imported 
bull, said to be the finest in Canada, 
another bull which he was getting 
ready for the Toronto Winter Fair; 
two of his best purebred Shorthorn 
cows and three saddle ponies, fell 
prey to the flames. The first men- 
tioned bul! had a valuation of between 
six and eight thousand dollars, while 
the second animal was valued at over 
ome thousand. In addition to the 
livestock, harness and equipment for 
twenty horses were destroyed, as well 
as considerable other farm imple- 
ments.

The Brazilian Government  pur- 
chaged surplus coffee and held it off 
the market. The Government was 
wrecked as a result and the coffee 
growing business ruined. 

The dairymen of New Zealand 
formed a control board and attempt- 
ed to tell the consumers in England 
what they would pay for New Zea- 
land butter. The Government is now 
faced with financial emergency and

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ernment of Brazil for coffee.

000,000 bushels im China at most any 
kind of terms. ‘ 

It would almost appear that nat- 
ure’s law of ‘‘supply asd demand’’ 
setting prices is supreme. So far no 
man has been able to withstand the 
dictates of one of nature’s funda- 
mental rules. High prices mean in- 
creased production and decreased 
consumption. There follows ‘the in- 
evitable surplus which nature says 
shall bring in an era of lower pro- 
duction and increased consumption. 

Powerful Governments have tried 
to interfere and remove the surplus. 
By so doing they destroy nature’s 
mothed of decreasing production and 
increasing consumption and thereby 
striking the balance. 

The result of tinkering with fun- 
damental law is always the same. It 
always wil be the same, because no 
power on earth can alter it.

APPENDICITIS DEATH RATE 
RAISING ' 

The death rate from appendicit 
has risen in Canada from 12.7 for 
every 100,000 of population in 1921, 
to 14.46 in 1928 and 15.5 in 1980. The 
figures are for the urban popaula.ion 
of the dominion exclusive of Quebec. 
They are given in an article in The 
Spectator, a business paper of  in- 
surance published in New York, The 
writer, Frederick L. Hoffman, voints 
to the high, death rate in Canada and 
the United States as compared with 
other countries arid declares that 
the situation ‘‘calls for a thorough 
inquiry along thé ‘same lines as the 
cancer problem ‘which is now being 
studied in ‘all ite many ‘pérplexing’as- 
pects.’’ : : ‘ 

A study of the figures for fast 
year, covering the larger cities (ex- 
clusive of those-in' Québec), shows 
that Regina had the highest death 
ate from -appéndicitis, 39.2 per 100,- 
000 while Saskatcon was second with 
33.6. °-The death rates-im Edmonion 
Calgary, Winmipeg, Windsor, Van- 
ccuver and Victoria ranged from 1lv.6 
to 17.7. Toronto, although record- 
ing the largest number of deaths, 
102, was well dowm in the death rate 
list, its figure being 15.7. Brant- 
ford had the lowest, 2.8 and Hamilton, 
was nest with 7.7: 
would indicate that the cause varies 
with the locality: and that it may be 
affected by differences in technique 
or equipment employed. 

While in Canada the appendicitis 
death rate has grown from 17.7 in 
1921 to 14.6 in 1928 and in the Un 
ited States from 14.4 to 15.3, the 
rate in England and Wales during 
the same period was 7.2 and 7.3, in 
Scotland 9 to 11, in Germany from 
5 to 9, in Italy from 1.9 to 3.7 and 
in New Zealand from 7 to 7.4. 

‘(The average age at death in ap- 
pendicitis in 1920 was aséertained by 
the U.S. census office to have been 
32.4 years, so that ‘the mortality 
strikes heavily when the economic 
value is the highest,’’ the Spectator 
states. ‘‘The average age at death 
in tuberculosis in 1920 was 36.8 years; 
in cancer 60.7; im nephritis, 62.2; and 
in organic heart diseases, 64.7 years. 
Appendicitis, therefore is a disease 
of early adolescence and as shown by 
Dr. Willis of Richmond, 86 per cent. 
of the deathe from appendicitis oc- 
cur at ages under 30.’’

Gold Standard Suspended In Britain 

Another Monday has brought from 
Britain news of a step of very great 
consequence to that countny and the 
world. Four weeks ago today the 
the formation of the coalition govern- 
ment was announced. The situa- 
tiom that it was hoped to correct by 
this union of political forces for the 
purpose of taking drastic financial 
measures is more serious than ever 
and it is necessary to go further. So 
demoralized have the markets be- 
come that the ministers have felt 
compelled to suspend redemption in 
gold for the time being as the only 
means in their power*to avoid de- 
pletion of the Bank of-Engiland’s re- 
serve and to protect the monetary 
position of the country. 

Just what the effect will be of the 
government ’s move it would be fool- 
ish to attempt to foxregast, particu- 
larly as the day car ay brought 
lange developments before this page 
reaches the reader. Several things 
however, should be kept carefully in 
mind. No repudiation of national 
obligations is involved and, though 
the stock exchanges will be closed 
until the necessary legislation is 
passed, there is to be mo interrup- 
tion of banking busines. 

The premier caoneiders that there is 
mo doubt that the exchange 
troubles will prove only temporary. 
It is not difficult to share his con- 
fidence after the way in which the 
country has come through other 
crises of this character and after 
the thoroughgoing legislation that 
parliament has just enacted with the 
object of putting the national finan- 
ces'on a sound footing. It is now 
more apparent than ever how im- 

rative wae the adoption of that 
relaletion. If it had not been 
jpassed, the withdrawal of funds 
from London would unquestionably 
have been on a much larger scale, 

The act of which a sub-section is 
now to be suspended so that the 
Bank of England may no longer be 
required to sell gold ata fixed price, 
was introduced by Mr. Churchill as 
chancellor of the exchequer in April 


makes it all feasible. 

Mr. Bennett states that his govern- 
ment has no intention of following 
the British example and there is no 
apparent reason why there should be 
any thought of doing so. But it is 
quite likely, as a New York dispatch 
‘intimates that some uneasiness will 
be created there in respect to all em- 
pire countries ‘that will effect Cana- 
dian securities and currency tempor- 
arily. The probability ‘s that the 
foreshadowing of the British govern- 
ment’s move had much to do with 
the weakness of Canadian éxchange 
im the American metropolis at the 
end of the week. But from all indic- 
ations, the dominion need fear no 
adverse results of at alll a far-reach- 
ing character from what has _hap- 
pened im London.

FIRST GRAIN 
' “FROM CHURCHILL 
‘ F 3 


Churchill, Man, Sept. 18—Hopes 
of Canada’s prairie farmers rode 
out into Hudson Bay today with the 
grain-filled steamer, Farnworth, 
bound for England. Carrying a 
trial shipment of 277,000 bushels of 
Saskatchewan wheat, the Farnworth 
steamed through the rock-guarded 
harbor entry on the high waters of 
‘an hour before midday. 

' Most of the 1,000-odd workers at 
the west’s Northern Manitoba outlet 
to. the sea watched the hlack-hulled 
tramp as she cleared with the inaug- 
ural overseas grain cargo from the 


prairies. The whistles of engines | 


shunting in the terminal yards join- 
ed with the sirens of tugs and 


dredges in a parting salute. The sun | 
broke through gray clouds to ac- | 


cord the vessel! a parting smile. 


The Farnworth sailed just eight | 


days after she had pulled into 


Churchill harbor from a 18 day At- || 
lantic voyage out of Newcastle-on || 
Tyne, England. Weather beaten and } 


emiling, Captain G. D. Pentz of the 
Dominion department of railways 
and canals guided her through to the 
wide waters of the bay as he had 
piloted her to dock on her arrival. 


' **With the fine weather which 
promises today,’’ commended Cap- || 


tai W. Mouat, of the Farnworth, 


‘¢we should be in London in 14 days. | 


We expect to reach the Straits in 
two days and do not anticipate any 
difficulty unless we many have to 
slow down if the weather is not clear, 
but the government radio stations’ 
aid will always be available of 
course. ‘‘I think it is particularly 
appropriate that this initial cargo 
from the newest Canadian port is 
cleared for London, rather than some 
continental port.’’ 

As soon as the bagging of wheat 
en top of the bow and stern holds 
to prevent shifting had been com- 
pleted, the governmert tug, Ocean 
Eagle, pulled up alongside the Farn- 
worth. Commanded by Captain W. 
A. Poole, she pulled the bow of the 
Farnworth out from the dock and 
aided the big steamer in making its 
way down the channel to the entrance. 
Within an hour the London-bound 
vessel was fading out of sight across 
the bay. 

Promptly, the streamer Wark- 
worth, due to carry the remainder 
of the 540,000 bushel test shipment 
of wheat overseas, was pulled back 
along the dock beneath the loading 
spouts. Hatches were opened and 
preparations made for the start of 
loading as soop as the order is re- 
ceived from John I. McFarland, gen- 
eral manager of the Canadian Pools’ 
central selling agency at Winnipeg 
Ik is not expected that the Wark- 
worth will sail before next week.
